There are trap-doors in- 
side of the car, which open into the 
The space between the 
dining and kitchen cars is closed in, 
so that little dust can filter through 
and dishes will have no chance to 
cool while passing from the kitchen 
to the dining-room. These cars 
will prove a great convenience to 
excursionists. Eli Denison, who 
will have charge of the cars, says 
that he will be able to carry suffi- 
cient provisions to feed 300 people 
three days. The cars will be used 
on excursions to Truckee. Mr. 
Goodman says that ten sleepers 
will be necessary to-day to take the 
excursion party to Templeton.

Fiber 16, 1887 
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It is confidently believed that a 
bill directed against imported land- 
lordism will be passed by both 
houses of the Illinois Legislature, 
and that Governor Oglesby will 
stamp it with bis approval. The 
bill provides that hereafter aliens, 
before being allowed to purchase 
land in that State, shall declare 
their intention to become citizens 
of the United States, Shpuld they 
fail to take out naturalization 
papers within six years after, such 
lands will revert to the State. The 
bill also provides that all aliens 
who now hold land in the State 
shall become citizens within three 
years after the passage of the bill. 
The measure is aimed speclally 
at a rack-renting Irish landlord 
named Scully, who has made him- 
self notorious on two continents. 
Twenty years ago in Tipperary, 
Ireland, Scully laid the foundation 
for land leagueism by his brutality 
to his tenantry. He evicted with- 
out mercy and was detested even 
by the tools he used in carrying out 
the law’s cruel decrees. The scan- 
dal which he caused and the many 
sentences of death which he im- 
posed prompted the Gladstone Land 
Act of 1870. Scully bas gobbled up 
between 60,000 and 80,000 acres in 
Illinvis, and is doing his best to 
transplant the rack-rentiog scheme 
in that commonwealth. The farm- 
ers surrounding his territory are 
disgusted witb his methods, and 
the legislators have apparently 
made up their minds that the fel- 
low must do his rack-renting else- 
where. Scully also has many 
thousand acres in Kansas and Ne- 
braska.

Washington advices state that 
the Navy Depirtment has invited 
proposals for five more new war 
vessels.

Every quarter knot of 
speed above or below this limit is 
to be compensated for or deducted 
from the contract price at the rate 
of $50,000 per quarter knot.

The vessels 
must be built where the Depart- 
went directs. Each proposal must 
be accompanied by a certified check 
for 5 per cent. of the amount of the 
bid. The cost of one cruiser (the 
Newark) is vot to exceed $1,300,000. 
The other two cruisers are to cost 
not more than $3,000,000 for both. 
The gunboats are to cost not more 
than $550,000 each. Full plans and 
specifications will be prepared, and 
will be on exhibition at the De- 
partment on and after June 1. Pro- 
posals will be received un tl noon of 
August 1.

Judge 
Irwin, on receipt of the letter, ex- 
pressed considerable indignation, and 
said that the facts stated developed 
something entirely new im criminal 
jurisprudence. He further said that 
the detter would be filed for considera- 
tion at the beginning of the next term 
of the court; but took no other action.

TOWN SEWERAGE. 


Practical Saggestions from Tax 
payer.” 
Editor Gazette :—Two things are 


yet needed to make Renoa most 
desirable place for residence and 
the most healthy and prosperous lo- 
eality between Omah and San 
Francisco—good pure water and 
good sewerage. The water question 
will be solved before next January, 
and the sewer question certainly 
ought to be. Narrow guage patch- 
work business in either case will 
prove an inexcusable waste of val- 
uable time and money. With the 
view of ‘‘commencing”’ the work 
of sewering the town, the Commis- 
sioners have levied a tax of 50 cents 
on each $100 valuation of the prop- 
erty with the town limits, which, 
it is thought will warrant an ex- 


penditure this year of about $3,000 
ia buildiug sewers; aud, as I under- 
stand it, the purpose is to keep this 
up each year until the town is sew- 
ered. It is proposed to spend the 
first assessment in building a sewer 
to drain the alley back of Commer- 
cial Row, between Virginia and 
Sierra streets. No one will dispute 
the fact that a sewer is needed in 
that particular locality very badly, 
but certainly no more so, aud in my 
judgment, not half so bad as other 
portions of the town. Sewering the 
busiuess portion of towu while the 
remainder of the city is wallowing 
in filth and disease—breeding sink 
holes, is but imitating the anti- 
quated farmer who builds his pig- 
sty on high land and his dwelling 
house inaswamp. It is that por- 
tiov of the town dedicated to fam- 
ily residences that most of all needs 
proper sewerage. It is here that 
the women and children, who com- 
prise at least two-thirds of our pop- 
ulatiou, are compelled to speud 
their eutire time, day and night. 
Aside from the hotels there are very 
few business bouses half so much in 
need of drainage as the dwelling 
houses. For oue | say let the sys- 
tem of sewerage be thorough and 
complete, or not at all. If it be a 
fact, which I deny, that the town 
is unable to invur the expense ofa 
complete system at this time, then 
away with piece meals and wait 
until the work can be done. A few 
thousand dollars expended this 
year and next yeur, and so on, is a 
criminal waste of time and money, 
as the work when completed“ 
(if it ever can be called such), will 
be a heterogenous mass of patch- 
work, of which no one does or can 
know auything, aud which will 
have to be taken up and replaced 
by a system built on scientific prin- 
ciples. No taxpayer will object to 
paying his proportion of the neces- 
sary expense, if the system is ar- 
rauged at once to accommodate all; 
and objections are justifiable and 
entirely proper if their money is to 
be expended in any other way. If 
for want of funds or any other cause 
the work cannot be accomplished 
at this time, the Commissioners 
had far better use the funds at their 
disposal in the employment of a 
competeut civil engineer to make a 
thorough survey and plot of what is 
wanted, and next year levy a suffi- 
cient tax to complete the work. 
Under the law the Commissioners 
are authorized to levy a tax of $1 50 
on each $100 for town purposes. 
This, at the present valuation of 
property, » ould raise about $20,000, 
which, in two years, would com- 
plete the work in good shape Wiki 
out the necesvity of issuing bonds 
or paying interest. These rambling 
thoughts upon the question in 
band, Mr. Editor, are the ideas of 
one who isa TAXPAYER.

The scalps 
and carcasses reported to bave been 
destroyed during the month numbered 
605,900.
